‘88,000 was 
denied. In proof, the Comptoir d’Escompte 
compradore-produced his books, in which. 
the entries of various amounts to the ex- 
teut of Tis. 88,000 appeared ; the entries 
shewing that the amounts had been paid to 
one Yeh-sheng or Jeeking, and a side note 
stating that.they ‘were a. c. Cheng-chang 
It was objected, and appeared to the Court 
geberally, that these notes had not been 
made at the time, as the ink with which 
they were written.was of a different shade. 
It was further. alleged that Chéng-chang 
and Yeh-sheng had long been partners in 
Opium speculations. This was denied, and 
Cheng: chang showed by his books that Yeh- 
sheng, who abgppnded the day after. the 
appropriatiog or-the five delivery orders, 
was largely sa his debt. It was further 
objected that the piga now brought forward 
by the Comptoir d’Escompte compradore 
was not brought forward. on the previous 
oceasionsa on which the'case has been heard.

CHINESE BRITISH SUBJECTS. 


Tue notification from Sir Rutherford Al. 
cock published in anothercolumn is of no 
inconsiderable’ importauce in its political 
bearings, as well ag in its personal resulta to 
the British subjects,”. therein mentioned, 
The Circular letterfromthe same authority 
enters most fully into the reasons which 
have prompted the issue of such notifica- 
tion, and, viewed from the same stand 
point as that of the Minister, the present 
state of affairs does: pndoubtedly call for 
some ‘corrective. Sir Rutherford gays 
that, with regard to. Chinese who after 
vecoming naturalized~on ‘British soil re- 
turn to their own country still maintain- 
ing their status ag British subjects, “ their 
position is perfectly anomalous. They 
live with their families wuo have never 
left the country, enjoy all ‘the rights aud 
privileges of Chinese subjects, buy land 
and houses, take part in the lucal admi- 
niatration of their district, and sometimes 
spire with secret societies against the 
Chinese Government to its tuanifest peril, 
and the disturbance of peace antl good or- 
der in the realm. hey are quite undis- 
tinguishable by the Native authorities 
from all other Chinese the ‘subjects oftte | 
Emperer, and. only discover themselves 
-when, charged with some offence, they 
. are arrested and amenable to Chinese 
laws; and then only they claim exemp- 
tion as British subjects.” 
This, so far as it goos, is undoubtedly 
‘true; and it seems to us that their British

We now come to the organization of tlie 
force. It would be necessary that at least 
twenty-four Europeans be attached t6 each 
engine, which would thus have two crews 
of twenty each; twetity-four coolies to 
draw the engine would also be necessary, 
the latter lending a hand in pumping, &e., 
&e., as might be required. Forty-eight 
men seem to be a large number, but two 
things must be recollected ; firstly, that, 
except under European superintendence 
and aided by European help, the Chinese 
will never “stick to” their work ; ond se- 
condly, that on a fire breaking out several 
members, both European and Chinese, may 
be- unavoidably absent, -‘The charge ‘of 
each brigade should (as at Shanghai) de- 
volve upon a Foreman, aided by. two as- 
sistants (one to supply his place if absent), 
who should have the absolute direction of 
the men under his charge and from whom 
all orders should be received. In the 
question of organization the shoe will be 
fousd to pinch almost exclusively on this 
point,—as to who shall be the director in 
chief of all the available power present. 
There may. for, instance be a Naval engine; 
—a Military engine;—a Pulice engine,— | 
an Insurance engine, and some Volunteer 
brigade engines, present. All who have 
witnessed a large conflagration ave willing 
to admit that to render individual efforts 
successful there must be some oue direct- 
ing head, whom-all must obey. Now Vo- 
lunteers are apt to object to: being taken 
charge of by Captain this or Colonel that, 
by, the Superintendent of Police, or a civil 
oficial, acting as amateur commandant. 
We don’t say whether the feeling is justifi- 
able or not, but it exists. In large cities 
at home, where tlie superintendent of a 
fire brigade occupies a clearly defined 
post, such a difficulty does not occur. 
Most people would look to the Superintend- 
ent of Police or his deputy as the most 
fitted for the post, from his already pos- 
sessing an organized force ander his con- 
trol, but, (we speak advisedly) it is highly 
necessary that this point-be clearly laid 
down betorehand, if the. volunteer brigade 
is to be utilised to its-utmost extent. 

A by no means unimportant considera. 
tion is that’ of uniform. We can hardly 
suggests anything better than the dress 
adopted by our Shanghai friends. Each 
coolie weafs a cogrse red shirt with a large 
white gewn on to-the breast and 
gentlgmen volunteers wearing a 
similar ft with a smaller number un 
the left breast.

HONGKONG SUPREME 
COURT... - 
CRIMINAL SESSIONS, 
20th December, 1866. 


The Chiet Justice resumed ‘the hearing 
of Criminal cases this morning, at 10. 
oelock. The following jurymen weresworn: 
‘Messrs. Joseph. Hayes, Edward Reimers; 
John Donough, G. D. Moody, 'A. Coxon, 
Geo, King, and G. L. Woodin, Zs : 

, MURDER. 

Wong me-qui. was ‘indicted for murder. -—— 
The prisoner, who was undefended, plead- 
ed not guilty. ° The Attorney General then 
said the case was rather a plain one, and 
easily - compreherided.. It appeared” that 
the prisoner‘assaulted a man named Chea- 
sin-cheong (the decensed), in the Western 
market on the 27th of October last, witha - 
large chopper, and inficted sich wounds 
that they eventually proved -fatal. ‘The. 
prisoner and‘his victim were both fisbmon- 
gers,. and: the fatal deed: was committed = 
with the instrument now in court, such as 
is usually. made use of by fislimongers in 
cutting- and scating: fish, ‘after an alterca-. 
tion between them. about a debt. of one 
thousand cash, owed by.the prisoner to the 
deceased, The Attorney General called 
evidence, which fully bore out his opening: 
It is only necessary to preserve the evi- 
dence of the first witness, Wye-choo-wing, 
who being declared, stated that he was a fish- 
monger carrying on’ business in the Wes- 
terh market. Witness knew aman named 
Cha-sing-cheong,. he was~a fishmonger’ in 
his ‘employ’ Witness’ also knows the pri- 
soner and recollects the evening 26th Oc- 
tober;. on that'day he saw the prisoner,’ 
who: caine. to his stall.to purchase fish, “On 
the.followivg morning about eight o’clock 
the prisoner. cathe to the shop of wit- 
ness. Witness was in his shop that same 
evening; the deceased Cha-sing-chedng was 
there entering accounts at .a counter in a 
back yoow, this was about 4 p.m. -Witness 
heard the deceased call out ‘ save life.” This 
happened: after ‘he had seen the prisoner 
come‘in. . Witness on heaving the. cry. ran 
in to his shon and stopped the prisoner. 
Prisoner at the time was in the act of strik- 
ingthedeceased with achopper, deceased was * 
lying on the ground by the ~ counter ~ 
covered with blood, there were also two 
large wounds on the thigh and leg De- iy 
ceased pointed to.the prisoner saying he * 
had ‘cut him;-prisoner in reply merely ré- 
marking that-he had chopped him to death 
and he was willing’*to forfeit his life for 
what he had done. Witness on running 
into the shop after the cry of deceaséd stop» 
ped the'prisoner, with the chopper in court _ 
in-his hand. An elder brother of the decea- — 
sed named Chea-hing-cheong’ took it from 
him.. The chopper (a. large’ -and fearful’ 
weapon) did not belong to the.shop of wit- 
ness, Cha-sing-cheong was carried up) to 
the police station, and. from there to the 
hospital, where witness visited him. Wit- 
ness saw’ the dead. body of deceased at the 
Civil -Hospital,« when the inqnest took 


At the close of the case’ for the prosecu- 
tion, there being.no defence, * ; 

His Honor read oyer the whole of: the 
evidence laid before the Court and remark- 
ed that the prisoner to @ certaim extent had 
admitted his connection with the catas- 
trophe in which he was charged as the 
principal actor, and if the jury believed thé 
evidence of the withesses for the Crown, 
they of course would have very little diffi- 
culty in arriving at a correct‘ conclusion 
with regard to the prisoner’s guilt, 

The Jury. after a few moments’ conver-« 
sation and without retiring from thé box,: 
recorded an unanimous verdict of guilty of 
wilful murder. The Judge having assumed 
the black cap addressed the prisoner, -and 
told him that after a very careful: trial he 
had been'found guilty of a murder under 
the *clearest ‘ possible circumstances, ‘and 
nobody. that had heard the evidence: could 
have the slightest doabt that he was guilty, ° es 
or that a more cold: blooded’ murder ol 
possibly have been cominitted, . His Honor. 
thou passed sentence of death.on the pri- 
soner in the usual manner, holding out no 
hope of remission of the sentence, i

William Brown and George Foreman, 
the last prisoner being described as police 
constable, were placed inthedock ona charge 
of forgery. Mr Barnard instructed by Mr 
Sharp, ‘appeared to defend both prisoners, 
but before the jury.were sworn, the Attor- 
ney General on the part’ of the crown ente-’ 
red a nolle prosequi. in regard-tothe second ,

a letter,.which ‘he said had been written to 
him by Mr-Edward Arthur, the manager of 
the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India 
London and,,China, and: was to the effect, . 
that prisoner having deposited a certain 
sunx of money for astated period, had ap- 
plied to the bank to, withdraw it, and the 
said letter was intended to convey tM ans- 
wer of Mr Arthur, to the effect-that the 
prisoner'could not draw the money until 
the expiration of two months, without sa. 
crificing a considerable sum for per centage, 
This compositidn was intended to delude' 
Jullian, that the prisoner had money atthe 
bank, and to induce the former to continue 
giving’ credit at the house. The boarding 
house, keeper, who although an ignorant 
mau unable -to read or wiite English, was ~ 
not disposed vo. accept such a quittance 
without enquiry, and he at once told the 
prisoner that he would first. have to pro- 
ae the bank, and which course after 
much conversation was eventually adopte: 
him, when the palpable forgery wus Mt one 
detected,'indeed the whole document was 
of such anabsurd nature both in style and 
composition, that rendered any ‘success, 
with business me impossible, andthe ont 
ly reliance Brown himself could have pla- 
ced on it was-in the supposed credulity of 
the hoarding house master; the latter of 
whom seems to have behaved in the mat- 
ter straight furward enough.

EXAMINATION OF SCHOLARS 
AT ST, SAVIOUR’S SCHOOL, 
HONGKONG. | 


Tae Exantination of the Scliolars at St. 
Saviours School commenced at 11 a.m. on 
‘Thursday Dee. 20, the Spanish; Fr: and 
Portuguese classes being those on #he list for 
the first day. Several gentlemen unvonnect- 
ed with the establishincent were present ; 
awongst them Monsigagr Louis Castellasso, 
Bishop of Shantung, the Spanish Consul, 
several, French and Spanish clergymen and 
twoorthree Portugwsegentienicn. Towards 
the close of the proceedings, His Excellency 
ithe Governor. of Macao arrived. The -exa- 
ation opened by questioning in ‘Spanish 
grammar and translation, the 24 scholars 
belonging to this section: ‘the answers 
were very satisfactory, and considering that 
tho ages of the scholars varied from 8 to 
16 years, were in some cases surprising. 
One boy -shewed particular quickne: 
José Arce by name and ouly 10 yearg: of 
age; and two others named Severino” Al- 
berto (14 years) and Cirrillo Almeda (15 
years). were but little behind him. The 
“examination in Spanish was ‘conducted by 
the Revd. F. Lemarques, of Foochow. 
This terminated, the examination of the 
French school-coumeuced... The examina- 
tion of this class might he considered more 
difficult than that of the other, as the boys 
(most of theus Spavish or English) had to 
translate from. Spanish into Wrench’ an‘l 
thence into English. The examination in 


this language (readings, tranglating and 
grammar) was partiowlany-hatisfctory. 
The names of those who most distinguished 
themselves were: 1st class, Justo Pina (aged 
11 years) and 2nd class, Matthias Fauster. 
The Revd. Father Jacquemen conducted 
this portion of the examination. 

: In Portuguese, Senheves*Giittierrez and 
Nolasco acted as Examiners. - The boys. of 
this class were examined as to their. know- 
ledge of Portuguese grammar and reading, 
translation into English, «&¢. All those 
examincd were Portuguese children by 
birth. The scholar who most distinguish- 
ed himself was Norberto Souza, aged 11 
years. 

This concluded the examination for to- 
day. We were however shewn some draw- 
ings and manuscript executed by the scho- 
Jars which are highly creditable to them, 
as were also the books containing Arithme- 
tical problems worked by the scholars. Of 
course these partake of the nature common 
to the performances of all schoolboys in 
our own country, aud the “show cyphering 
book ” is doubtless familiar to most of. our 
readers, Still we can heartily congratulate 
the Revd Father Raimondi and his éom- 
| panibus on the general results visible of 
and painstaking training, .the ab- 
senge of illiberatity in the range of studies 
mrked out, and the success. which-hag-h 
therto attended their efforts. ia

will. have many difficulties to overcome, 
most of t' e 0 f.om the unsteadiness of pur- 
pose of the boys, perhaps not remarkable 
in a climate where the most steady men are 
éver changing and fond of variéty. On the 
‘otlier hand, the Diresio's of St. Saviour’s 
are of opinion that if young -boys are‘fiot 
instructed in the Chinese language, we 
shall never have good interpreters: An 
interpreter to be really valuable, must not 
only be able to spcak the Chinese language 
correctly, but he must be imbued with the 
genius of the Janguage. He must not only

‘aud his studies in his own language com- 
pleted. It is only in, boyhood that we can 
learn to think as well as to speak ina 
foreign tongue. During the course of the 
past year [have noted with much satisfac- 
Ton the-zeal and earnestness with which 
the teachers lave performed their duties, 
and I have been on the whole satisfied with 
the condict of the boys, who, with afew 
exeptions, have been most attentive to their 
duties. There has been'one great obstacle 
to our success, which I cannot allow to pass 
without nientiou, and it is I believe a fault 
which is very prevalent thoroughout the 
East. Parents of children are: #9; volatile; 
so fond of change, so uncertain of purpose. 
Parents require to have their boys children 
‘of tender years, thoroughly educated in one 
or two years, So soon as.a boy. can stam- 
mer.a few Euglish words he wants to leave 
school, and-get into some merchant's office. 
There may be reasons for this, but. it, is 
very. melancholy to be «permitted. so seldom 
to. see a boy. leaving ‘school completely 
educated in all the branches taught. in the 
College. During the past year four boys 
got situstions in Hongkong, two in Manila, 
and one is going to -Amoy. Our school 
numbers upwards of 100 day scliolars the 
wajority of whom are Portugese aud Chi- 
nese, and 32. boarders who belong -nearly 
all to.the -Yhilipines.. These latter do not 
seome to. Hongkong for want.of .achools in 
their own country, “but: especially to learn 
and practise English, and in order that by 
their residence in an English colony they 
may more easily acquire that practical 
knowledge of cominerce and of -commerciai 
affairs which would appear to be the special 
pterogative of the English sation... With 
due respect to the vast improvements that 
have been;effected. in, and to the flourish- 
ing s'at o/,: ter Eur p:annatims, noone 
willdeny but t at Huulatyt.is preeminent 
in all that rat s te com? ‘se and trade. 
The-activily,. the(energy, g,be wealth of 
its. people have p'anted is fig iu every 
quarter of t'.e Wor: No. difficultics, no | 
obstacle, are suffivi&it to. prevent them 
opening up communicatioys: with the most 
distant parts of the world, planting cslonivs 
in the inost ‘unlikely places and cansiug 
them to grow and flourish till they become 
important cities of trade. During three cen- 
suries, two gréat-nations formerly not less. 
powerful nor less flouridhing than England is 
to-day, have striven tu. improve their colo- 
niesinthe East. England inless thau thirty 
years has made this barren rock the com- 
jiercial capital of the Bast; aid a model 
Colouy far strpassiny all others in wealth, 
prosperity and-trale, Wherever the Eng- 
lish go they bring England. with.them,, 
cand English virtues, arid impart.to the na- 
tioha with whom they come “in contact a 
portion of their energy and activity. No- 
thing can therefure be more advantageous 
for a young imari born: in an eastern cli- 
mate thafi to live sometimé in an English 
Colony. : Moreover, young neu will never 
learn from books how. to distinguish them- 
selves iu commurcial pursiits, to benent 
their native countries, to enrich themselves, 
That is a knowledge which nothing but ac-4 
tual dealing with practised men of business 
will ever give them: . In an English Colony 
young inen learn. more by using their eyes 
and ears than by stwlying books: They 
drink in knowledge, with every “breath. 
Tlwir ideas are multiplied, their views.cn- 
larged, they retarn to their. conutry full of 
life and energy: and ready to. become bene- 
actors of that to‘w}ich they owe their birth. 
Acting on these vikws we have admitted in- 
to St. Saviour’s y oly men from the neigh-+ 
bonring countries, to the great glory and 
advantage of this Cilouy, whieh will thus 
enlarge'the sphere of its influence and the 
circle of its trade by teaching other nations 
the beanties and advantages of free trade, 
of énergy, and of enterprise. As to our. fu- 


dure prospects, We can only. say. that our 


earnest care will be ‘directed more especial 
ly, to training up.

ly with Singapore, Manila and China.

THE YANGTZE LIGHT HOUSE. 

We regret/to learn that, though the 
Amherst Rocks are admitted to offer the 
most eligible position for the proposed 
new light house, it has been found necessa- 
ry to give up the idea of erecting one there. 
The great expense of building a secure 
foundation on this site, and the length of 
time—estimated at three years—that would 
be occupied in the undertaking, are held to 
be fatal objections. The second favourite 
avheine,. therefore, has been fallen back on, 
and the North Saddle appears destined, 
after all, bear the proposed new struct- 
ure.  Somgfunds will then, it is estimated, 
be still ayailable, for the dispusal of which 
two pls fs have been suggested—on which 
the opinions of muutical men in the habit 
of frequenting this port are again invited: 
One is, -the improvement. of the presdnt 
Kintcath -Beacon to be bight of the ‘titst 
class, and the removal of the Light-ship to 
the point of intersection of lte-drewn 
from the Bedicou to the North Saddle, 
and from the Amherst Rock to Gutzlaff. 
The other, the mooring a second Light- 
ship between the Ariadne and Ambhcrat 
Rocks, leaving the present-one where it 
is, and the Beacon as it is. It has been 
objected, however, that the removal of the 
existing Light-ship so far eastward as the 
point named,-would leave thé ‘North. bank 
unprotected, so the extreme point of the 
bank, some five or six miles eastward of its 
‘present moorings, would probably ‘be a 
safer. position. A reference to the chart 
will show that the object of this removal is 
to place the light in the direct line of vessels: 
entering thé Yangtsze from the Saddles, 
and at a point between the Anihorst and 
Ariadne Roéks and Gutzlaff, nearly equi 
distant from either, and affording an 
ly good mark to veasels approaching ¢! 
from the North or South, To vessels‘com- 
ing from the North, the. placing a second 
Light-ship near-the Ariadne Rock would 
i) doubt be.most advantageous ; but the 
interests of the Ningpo jteamers. would be 
eutirely overlooked ; whereas the proposed 
removal of the present Lightship to the 
eastward would be a gainto.both. Greater 
difference of opinion wll probably be fuund 
as to the preponderange of adygntage be- 
tween these two.schemes, tg has been 
expressed in referen light-house. 
The Amberst’ rock to have - been 
almost unanimously/ désifnated as the most 
favourable position furfhis structure, and 
it. is. to -ba’ regret that the funds 
available do not it of its erection 
there. However, / as, obviously, © no 
greater expense cdn- be incurred than 
there’ are funds ta meet, we must rest 
satisfied with whattcau be obtained. for the 
‘Ts. 36,000 available. The probable ditfi- 
culty of inducing any one.to remain impri- 
soned on the Amherst Rock during the hot 
weather, was also taken into consideration, 
and held tu form an important element in 
the question. A light-house there would 
be almost as much ixsoluted as the Eddy- 
stoue, aud: in common humanity, no ove 
could be expected to remain there alone. 
The Eddystone; since the death of one of 
the’ oveupants placed the survivor on the 
horns of so lirrible a dilemma, has been 
tenanted by three men. But this princi- 
ple, ‘applied toa light-house in China, 
mvolvea an expenditure equal to that ona 
light-ship. On the uurth Saddle, a ke*per 
will at least have a small tract.of dry 
ground on which to escape from the mono- 
tony of hie den, and will have other humar 
Leings.as companions, thongh nut, proba- 
bly, ‘of the most intelligent or retined 
class.—Duily News Dec. Tth. ’

NEWSPAPERS IN JAVA. 


(From Trubner’s Record.) 

Little has hitherto- been known respecting 
the press of Java, and we are therefore 
happy to be enabled te lay before our read, 
ers the following sketch. Though Sol- 
Iand can boast of one of the oldest papers 
published in Europe, viz., the Haartemsche 
Courant, which dates back as far as the 
8th. January, 1656, the papers published 
in Javi‘are allof a very recent date, uot- 
withstanding the Dutch having been estab- 
lished in the couutry as early as L610. 

The publisher of The Niewwsbode was 
banished last year \for an infringement 
of the Press regulations, consisting in being 
unable or unwilling to supply the name of 
the writer of soime—im the eyes of the 
govermnent—highly offending ‘matter, en- 
titled 4 Dream, pretending to give a repre- 
sentation of the position of Java in 1965. 
In the course of the same year another 
party was banished for having pulished 
some doggerel rhymos, entitled a Curse- 
“Song jp the Last Days uf the Dutch in Java. 
We aro happy to be enabled to add that 
banishment ‘fur. such offences, though 
happening twice in +1863, is generally of 
raré Occurrence. 

Several wttempts Nave been made‘from 
time to time to establish huimvurous papers, 
but they have always been so -short-livad 
-that uever more than a few uumbers have 
appeared. a 

According to an official list_ the total 

number of newspapers ever pebdlished in 
Java would appear tube @t, o ich, on 
the 1st July, 1806, there were ‘still 16 in 
existence, ie, six published at. Batavia, 
three at Samarang, three at Sourabaya, tio 
at Pasoeroean, one at Padang, and one at 
Macassar.” Most of these papers are dither 
weekly or half-weekly, and’ some appear 
tliree timesaweek Excepting those publi- 
cations, the names of which sufficiently 
‘indicate their contents, the papers of Java 
have no political pretensions; they are 
principally advertising sheets, some of them 
containing nothing “byt advertisements, 
while others publish an occasional leader 
pn local, ‘cultural, coinjiyercial: or municipal 
inatters, extracts from the homo papers, 
translations from papers published in the 
Straits, India and China, and the usual 
shipping and commercial news. To fill up, 
some devote a portivn of their .space to 
literature, either original or borrowed, as 
ia often-the case with European papers. 
* Phe three principal papers of Batavia do 
not.uverage above 1100 to 1200 subscribers 
in- Java aud the neighbouring Isles, aud 
publish a mail edition for Holland. Their 
largest revenue is derived from a:dvertie- 
ments, and though the -subseription does 
not amount to myre than £2 10s. per an- 
num, they mani pay their. editors. 
(generally lawyers) handsomely—those gen- 
tlemen deriving from their editorial labours 
£1000 and upwards per annum.

ment from the papets is ope shilling. stamp 
duty for-every two "ecthious ot each ad- 
vertisemertt, to-be paid by the advertiser in 
addition to the cost of the advertisement.

_ JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


The following-is from the letter of the 
London Herald’s New York correspondent, 
under date October 3:— - 

Yesterday, October 2, was the day to 
which, in June last, Judge Underwood, of 
the Circuit Court for Virginia, declared the 
session of that court adjourned, and upon; 
which it was intimated that the Chief Jus- 
tice would be in readiness to proceed with 
the. trial of Jefferson Davis.. The second 
day of October has gone, and instead of a 


Davis, we have the provoking announce- 
tnent that ‘no term of the court. will be 
hell resent in Richmond.” TRe con- 
ct of Nhief Justice Chase and his subor- 
dinate, UnderwGod, in this matter, is simply 
indecent. Under our laws, the presiding 
judge of a court may, for good and sufficient 
reason, adjourn that court; but the very fact 
of adjournment implies a previous meeting. 
Justica, Chase aud Judge Underwood treat 
the laws with sv much contempt, that they 
do not even go to Richmond to adjourn 
the court which they had solemuly agreed 
tu ope there upon a day fixed by tliem- 
selves, but they instruct an assistant dis- 
trict. attorney to inform the grand and pe- 
tit jurors that no court will be held.. The 
counsel. of Mr Davis were at hand fully 
prepared for the trial; but they were-infor- 
med that they would do well to go home 
againj_us the court would not be opened, 
and this information was vouchsafed by a 
subordinate officer of the court, Wot by the 
judge: The excuse given by the Chief Jus- 
tice. Chase for this extraordinary paltering 
is that the legal proceeding of last June 
was, owing tu the legislation of the present 
Caigress a nullity. .The Chief Justice has 
another excuse—that no trial can be held 
in Virginia until that state is declared by 
Congress a state in the Union, and ne long- 
er rebellious. Holding to this opinion, he 
yet permitted the Circuit Court to be con- 
vened in June last. With reyard to the 
other apology—the new one—au explana- 
‘tion of Justice Chase's position seems ne- 
cesstry. In February, 1864, 
moved the Circuit Court from, 
Norfolk.’ On the 28th April last a bill was 
introduced in Congress returning the court 
tu Richmond. Ou the first Monday in. 
May, Underwood dpeued his court in Nor- 
folk, and on the Sth of May he. adjourned it 
to meetin Richmond in June. This action 
on his part was the result of a blunder 
of which only an Underwood ‘could be 
guilty. “He became aware of the fact 
that a bill changing the place of session of 
the court was before Cunyress, ‘and he fell 
into thedelusion that the bill had passed 
and had become a law. Under this uew 
“law,” therefore, he adjourned the court, 
In fact, the bill had not pass until! the 22d 
May, and did uvt receive the President’s 
signature until the 29th May. The: Chief 
Justice has turned the shocking blunder of 
Underwood to good account by pronouncing 
tie procéedings of June “null and void,” 
which, indeed, they were. _ IT have used the 
word blunder,” in speaking of Under- 
wooud’s action but there are many who de- 
elare that. Uunderwood pursued a course 
laid down by his more intelligent Chief, 
and’ blundered,” parposely. Of course, 
Mr Davis is the only suiterer by the sbuf- 
flings and evasion (and possibly cownright 
trickery), of our Rudical Chief Justice. 
That persecuted Gentleman is dying by in- 
ches in Fortress Monvoe, while the ques- 
tion of his “trial” serves only tw give aspir- 
iug politicians a subject for discussion or 
party mabipulation. The death of Mr Da- 
vis. would be heiled with. delight-by the 
Radical leaders, who would assert, in that 
event, that the Presclent might have re- 
leased the greiié Cunfederate months before, 
oc bronght him teArial upon the charge of 
assassination put forth in April, 1865. © Mr 
Johnson would be accused of murdering a 
helpless prisoner, and the Radicals would 
aifect a holy horror of so atrdcious a crime.

The truth of the matter is, Mr Davis 
néver be convicted either of the crime of 
“treason,” or of the crime of ‘“assassina- 
tion?’. so-atrociously charged against him 
by Judge Advocate Holt atid Seeretiiry 
Stanton. He must be acquitted. tis 
plain that the constituticn does not con-' 
template the punishineut. of states, and it 
certainly says nothing abont the legality or 
illegality of: secession. | The question of 
secessivn-remains where it stood before the 
war; for the war lias determived no.ques- 
tion but that of the strength of the sectious.
